Hogs and Hog Packing.

The Cincinnati Price Current reviews the
situntion as follows: At the present time
the prevalent talk suggests a scircity of
hogs compared with last year, and quite
likely this will prove to be the case for
some weeks in the early part of the season
aow opening. Prices of hogs have been s0
much advanced as to yield a good profit in
feeding corn. This has led the farmerre-
contly tonot only relan lils young stock,
butin e large way to also becomea buyer
for feedinge, while at the same time ho is
bolding lack breeding animals under the
enocournging outiook, These conditions go
toward muking nn appearance of a greater

curelsy of stock under the leasened offer-
ngs than is actunlly the ease in u proper
omparison of the position. 1t 48 not, there-
ore, in orderto accept with great confidsnce
ke probability of curreat vwalues being
nstained, or that the winter nuppll; of hogs
s likely to fall essentinlly short of jast year.
And it shonld e vorne in mind that the
sltuation encouninges an effors (or entarging
the future supnly of hogs, so that if there
be no vnusual interfering condliinns the
soming spring may be expected to davalog
& libem] production of pizs, wlhich, althoug
not marketable onul iste in the suminer
senson of subsequently, will nevertheless
form u Umsis for sentiment aflecting trnding
operations.

DULL BUT HIGHER.

Cereals nnd Hog Troducts Close on Ad-
vances, Those in Grain Being Slight and
in Provistons Quite Material—The Gen-

eral Tone Strong.

Cnicaco, Nov. 8.—A sacriflce to politics
was Iargely the fute of the markets to-dny.
Notwiths:anding the dnliness, however, the
generl tone was one of strength. Com-
pared with last nizht, wheat this evening is
igc higher, corn, e, and outs, ie. The rise
in the price of provisions continuos,

With easier cables, and assnrunces that
the growimg wheat in the dry areas in the
Southwest had been greatly venefited b
the recent mins, the flrst impulise was to sefl
the market oftf But when it was considered
that the day'a receipts wern nurlf 40 ears
less thun estimated; that the deliveries ne
vrimary points for the week ware agsin
small a8 compured with the previous weeks,
and thuat the exporta trom Loth coasts were
still generons, or 871500 bushels in wheat
and flour, against 3,820,000 bushels for the
corresponding week last year, the market
took on n decidedly firmor tone. The indl-
cations are for an increase of 2500000 bush-
els in the visihle and Brads-cef's reports the
available supply in the country and Canada
at E7.300 000 bushels—she largest on record
snd $4,000,000 bushels more than n year ago
end nearly 42,000,000 bushels more than two
years ngo. In view of this enormons stock,
the friends of wheat were not disposed to be
agrressive and honce trade was slow and the
gain in prices not lmpormant.

Corn 'was guiet but firm; local reosipts
were nnldy!ﬂ curs, where 3% cars had beén
expected; but the clear, cold wenther was
looked upon as & favorable indication for an
incrense in arrivals, and for a time there
was an eaxy feelinz. But the buring soon
inoreased, and the offerings being llmited
there was an lmprovement,

Oats were firmer on the small loenl re.
ceipis—only cars, where 190 were ex-
pected—and in sympathy with the better
tone in corn.

Hog products were firmer,mainly on lighter
receipts o/ hogs than expected. It was also
alloged that produocts were too low to show
any prrfit on mannincture from present
prices of live animals, Compared with yes-
terday’s closing jprices January pork is 15¢
higher and January lard Tie higher, but for
Novembetr the urticle is 2ile nigher, Jauu-
ary ribs tmproveil 1oe.
